N an award made public recently by the 

Massachusetts Minimum Wage Commission 

there has been established for that state a 
minimum wage of $12.50 a week for women 
and girls who are experienced workers in 
candy factories. This follows similar awards 
in other fields in which the Commission has

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On the other hand, the minimum 
wage strictly enforced has its disadvantage 
in the fact that it denies employment to those 
not fully equipped to do their full share of 
work thus put at double 
vantage. 

While the character of labor needed in this 
industry is entirely different from that needed 
in the fields connected with book distribution, 
surely the same careful thought should be 
given to the problem, in order that the prob- 
lem may be as adequately handled. Retail 
stores in unorganized industries are all too 
inclined to keep wages at the lowest point 
possible, instead of facing fully the new con- 
ditions and by constructive effort placing the 
retail trades in an attractive position in the 
eves of those who are seeking employment. 
Employers who have not radically raised the 
rates of women workers in the last two years 
are doing a very definite harm to other pros- 
pects of their business and the general prog- 
ress of the book-trade. 

The chief difficulty in the book-trade as 
elsewhere is the specific difficulty of making 
returns keep ahead of or in pace with the 
increased wage demands justified by the high 
cost of living. The bookseller cannot get 
more than the advertised retail price for his 
book, and publishers have not been able to 
advance prices to keep up with the increased 
cost of book manufacture. The problem both 
with publishers and retail booksellers is how 
to increase sales so as to meet the higher cost 
of stock as well as higher wages, and as 
prices increase sales are apt to decrease. In 
stationery, retail prices have come up by 
leaps and bounds, but it is doubtful whether 
they give a better margin, if as good a margin, 
of profit. As has been pointed out from many 
quarters, we are to-day dealing with a 
dilemma common alike to manufacturing and 
distributing trades in which prices increase 
with wages and wages with prices in a vicious 
circle. Just what the solution is or just how 
the necessary chance can be brought about 
there are few wiseacres to predict; but a solu- 
tion must and will come.

“The Welfare of the Bookstore’ 


T can be assumed, probably, that all in 
the book-trade are interested in the import- 
ant article on “The Welfare of the Book- 
store” that appeared in the August Atlantic 
Monthly, an article which gave a detailed 
diagnosis of the bookstore situation and pre- 
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scribed an early adoption of the sales method 
that would allow all retailers to return unsold 
stock. 

The book-trade is under great obligations 
to Mr. Arnold and also to the Atlantic for 
presenting to thousands of readers the per- 
problems that face the bookstore. 
These have not before been so adequately 
presented and they could hardly be presented 
to a public whose support is more important 
to the business. In a way which ought to 
arouse the interest of every booklover, he 
describes the entirely inadequate distribu- 
tion of books in this country, the small num- 
ber of bookstores even in cities of large size, 
and the total absence of book displays in small 
communities. Whether all members of the 
book-trade will agree with his prescription or 
not they will certainly agree that the patient 
is sick and that those interested in his health, 
the publisher, the bookseller, the librarian, and 
the public, should be in consultation on the 
situation.

What the Russian Co-operatives Are Doing to Further the Progress of Education and 
Social Uplift in Their Country 


How many people in the United States have 
heard of the Russian Co-operative Unions? 
To how many will it come as a surprise to 
learn that the co-operative movement in that 
country has to its credit a record of fifty 
years of uninterrupted growth and expan- 
sion? At the present time it is made up of 
representatives of five distinct organizations 
—the All-Russian Central Union of Consum- 
ers’ Societies, the Central Union of Flax 
Growers, the Moscow Narodny Bank, the 
Union of Siberian Co-operative Unions and 
the Union of Siberian Creamery Associa- 
tions. 

In these days of revolution and counter- 
revolution, the Co-operative Movement stands 
forth as an economic stronghold amid the 
ruin of private undertakings. In its fifty 
thousand retail stores scattered thruout the 
country it possesses a unique and powerful 
distributive machinery. It does not fear 
political change since it is non-political in 
character and has succeeded in inspiring the 
respect of all political factions in Russia. In 
short, the Russian Co-operatives are an eco- 
nomic movement of the people, by the people 
and for the people of Russia. They are even 
more than this, as their interest extends to 
~ educational and cultural side of Russian 
ife, 

The American interests of this Russian 
movement are located on the fourth floor of 
a busy office building in lower New York. 


Here in a room given over to the details of | 


managing and directing the affairs of the 
association —a room whose walls are covered 
with maps of Russia, and one in which every- 
thing and everybody is concerned with Rus- 
sian problems of one kind or another,—tne 
American Committee of Russian Co-operative 
Unions has its headquarters. It was here 
that a representative of PuBLisHERS’ WEEKLY 
called recently to learn from the managing 
director, Alexander J. Zelenko, just what was 
heing done by the Co-operatives along the 
lines of general: instruction and education in 
Russia, 

Illustrating his information by telling of 
the part which a typical Co-operative store 
plays in the life of a Russian village com- 
munity, Mr. Zelenko proceeded to show what 
a recognized and important factor the Co- 
Operatives are in ministering to the welfare 
of the Russian peasantry. 

Every village in Russia has a store, and in 
nine cases out of ten it is a Co-operative 
‘tore. While it is not sumptuous in appear- 
ance and carries no fancy dry goods, no beau- 
hitully finished shoes and the like, it is sup- 
plied with clothing, canned goods, hardware, 
notions, farming implements and books. 

e is significant that books are found in the 
Ma grocery store. for these are printed 
y the Co-operative Unions. 

€ peasants have come to look upon it as 





their store, and it is therefore no wonder 
that the store is regarded as a sort of club- 
house. The people are accustomed to obtain 
every needed supply from it. If an article is 
not sent by the Wholesale Union, they grum- 
blingly demand the reason and the Wholesale 
Center explains. 

If the Wholesale Center is not active enough 
or charges too much or too little, a printed 
explanation in the newspapers or magazines 
is requested. If some radical be dissatisfied 
with the spirit of progress in his own village, 
he sends a strongly-worded protest to the 
local Co-operative magazine. If the store- 
keeper attempts to cheat the villager, or his 
returns show poor profits, or even losses, the 
people look to the Wholesale Center for help, 
so that constantly written and printed com- 
munications are the channels of keeping alive 
interest in the village life. 

The big city paper is too expensive and is 
written in language unintelligible to the peas- 
ant mind. It too often discusses petty dis- 
agreements between various political parties. 
The peasants not only like to be informed of 
big problems, but they also want to gain sug- 
gestions for the cultivation of their fields, 
better sales of crops, better treatment and 
care of horses and cattle, none of which is 
contained in the city paper. It is only in 
the Co-operative press that they find these 
aids—and this press is no small affair, for 
there are more than fifty newspapers and two 
hundred magazines printed by the Co-opera- 
tive Unions. 

The Co-operatives realize that the sooner 
the hearty support and social understanding 
of the people is gained, the better will be the 
results, and with this end in view they employ 
quite an army of instructors, lecturers, audit- 
ors, bookkeepers and managers to travel thru 
the country. 

There are over five hundred Wholesale 
Unions in Russia, and each has its staff of 
traveling lecturers, bookkeepers, managers 
and experts in agriculture and various kinds 
of local industries, who are constantly going 
into the country to visit the different groups. 
Altogether there are about five thousand in- 
structors engaged in managing this part of 
the Co-operatives’ work. 

The instructors are not entirely satisfied 
with their lectures and publications and are 
trying to introduce more intensive social and 
educational training among the peasants. If 
a local society decides to start a village li- 
brary. the members ask the District Whole- 
sale Union to send the material, and the lat- 
ter in turn addresses the Central Wholesale 
Union, which prints its own books or buys 
whole editions direct from private firms. Not 
less than a hundred thousand books and ten 
million pamphlets have been printed by the 
Unions during this last year to be resold in 
the small Co-operative societies.

It is very interesting to see the collection 
of books in the supply-house of a provincial 
center. A retail bookstore, connected with 
such a supply-house, carries the best pro- 
gressive books of all kinds. These book- 
stores play an important part even in the life 
of the cities, where at least ten million dol- 
lars’ worth of books were sold last year. 
Many pamphlets describing the Co-operative 
Movement, popular books of the movement in 
England, France, Belgium and the Scandina- 
vian countries, have been published for propa- 
ganda purposes, but as yet nothing has been 
written in the Russian language about the 
American Co-operative Movement. The Cen- 
tral bookstore of the All-Russian Central 
Union of Consumers’ Societies carries about 
two thousand titles, out of which there are 
approximately four hundred on foreign Co- 
operation and other educational subjects. 

Conditions in Russia are so unsettled at 
the present that it is extremely difficult to 
get any definite information on any subject, 
altho one is fairly safe in surmising that very 
little actual printing of books is now being 
done in Russia itself. Most of the books 
come from China and Japan by way of 
Siberia. 

The Union of Siberian Co-operative Unions, 
“Zakoopsbyt,” has undertaken to print for the 
Siberian local self-government or “Zemstvos,” 
school books worth one million two hundred 
thousand rubles. 

Besides the books already mentioned, the 
All-Russian Central Union of Consumers’ 
Societies has written the following: “Rules 
for a Village Educational Circle,” “List of 
Readings with Lantern Slides for People’s 
Houses,” “Children’s Playgrounds,” “Chil- 
dren’s Literature for Kindergartens,” “How 
to Organize a Community Chorus,” and “Chil- 
dren’s Kitchen Gardens.” 

Statistics are hard to obtain, but it is known 
that this same organization brought out sev- 
enty-four publications and five periodicals in 
1917. 

The Co-operative Unions as a whole own 17 
printeries with the total number of men em- 
ployed equal to 1071. These are divided into 
three classes, depending upon the number of 
workmen employed. The initial value of the 
17 establishments is estimated at 746,000 rubles. 

In general, books in Russia more nearly 
resemble “pamphlets” than they do regular 
sized books. In consequence they sell at a 
much lower price, but they are no less valu- 
able for purposes of education. 

Very good guide books for the People’s 
Theater are written by the Co-operative in- 
structors and the best dramas and comedies 
are published in very inexpensive form for 
from five to fifteen cents apiece. 

In very many villages the Russian Co- 
operatives have established what are called 
“pneople’s houses,” similar to what are known 
here in this country as “social” or “com- 
munity centers.” 

When the war broke out and the Russian 
Central Government prohibited the sale of 
liquors, many houses run by the liquor dealers 
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were taken over by the Co-operatives, and 1 
the problem of transforming saloons 
clubhouses, of which there is now talk 
America, was practically solved in Russia as 
long as five years ago. The All-Russian Centra 
Union of Consumers’ Societies, in trying 
standardize and systematize the work, has 
published a book giving descriptions and plans 
of these houses, including an outline of their 
regular system of bookkeeping. 

There are many small libraries run |) 
Co-operatives and when such a library 
joined to a teahouse, a hall for meetings ; 
theatrical performances is assured and soo: 
regular social center established. 

But in addition to the educational 
carried on thru the distribution of books, thru 
group contact at the social center and 
the messages brought to isolated communities 
by the traveling lecturer, the Co-operativ: 
Unions realize that the future generation will 
need even more help in order to become bette: 
than its fathers. It will need more training 
along co-operative lines; and with this pur 
pose in mind, the Unions are establishing 
extension courses thruout the country. They 
gather the people, who have already 
the primary schools, for short courses during 
the spring and winter. Each society picks can 
didates from its membership and sends them 
to the city, where they are supplied with books, 
board, clothing and entertainment.

The entire educational activities of the C 
operatives may be divided as follows: 

1. Extension courses for the young folk 
the country. 

2. Summer courses to 
and lecturers. 

3. Short winter courses for the village book 
keepers. 

4. Regular University 
co-operative training. 

5. Peasant Universities. (There are alread) 
five or six peasant universities established 
thruout the country along the lines of the 
Danish University which peasants may attend 
during the Winter months, and receive 
struction in agriculture, farming, home ec 
nomics and civics. 

6. Co-operative Elementary and High 
Schools. (There is a new movement on foot 
to establish new types of elementary and high 
schools for children where the whole system 
is based upon co-operative principles. ) 

From even this brief sketch it may be seen 
that the cultural life of Russia is now su} 
ported mainly thru the Co-operatives, inas 
much as they not only control to a great ex- 
tent the producing, consumption and credit 
activities of the Russian people, but becauss 
they also pay so much attention to their social 
uplift. The twenty million members of the 
Unions do not include all that are reached 
for behind each member is his family, which 
in Russia is usually composed of at least four 
or five members, so that altogether a popula- 
tion of approximately one hundred million is 
influenced by the co-operative movement in 
Russia.

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The Welfare of the Bookstore 


i’. H, Arnold Writes on Consignment 
Bookselling 


The European plan of bookselling by con- 
sienment is advocated by Mr. W. H. Arnold 
of the Syndicate Trading Co. in an article 
on “The Welfare of the Bookstore,” which 
appears in the August number of the Atlantic 
Monthly. 

Mr. Arnold has been a consistent advocate 
of a change to this form of book distributing 
for America and addressed the American 
Booksellers’ Association a few years ago on 
the methods in use in Scandinavian countries. 

The public, says Mr. Arnold, should realize 
that the bookselling business is sick and that 
there is a rational way to bring it back to 
health, oat 

In proportion to population there are only 
half as many booksellers in this country to- 
day as there were fifty years ago. Actually 
there are several cities of fifty thousand or 
more inhabitants without a bookstore or book 
department worthy of the name. 

So precarious has become the financial con- 
dition of booksellers that, in recent years, 
certain publishers have formed an associa- 
tion to provide extended credits to such large 
retail distributors of books as may be in 
financial distress. To protect their own in- 
terests publishers have more and more re- 
sorted to other means of distribution—as for 
example the sale of books by the personal 
solicitation of book agents, or the direct dis- 
tribution of books singly or in sets thru 
extensive advertising in magazines and news- 
papers. These methods, however, do not take 
the place of the vanished and vanishing book- 
store as a distributor of books of general 
literature. 

Altho the business of bookselling in Great 
Britain and Ireland has not sunk quite so 
low as here in the United States, it also has 
heen in a state of decline for many years. 
Contrast with this state of affairs, conditions 
in the book-trade in the Latin and Teutonic 
countries of Europe. In normal times the 
number of books published in these coun. 
tries is much larger in. proportion to the 
population than in the United States and a 
wide distribution of books prevails. Book- 
selling in western Europe, exclusive of Great 
Britain and Ireland, is a thriving business. 
_ When we find the trade of the bookseller 
in the United States and in Great Britain 
and Ireland to be generally falling off—a con- 
lition which has existed (with more or less 
Prolonged periods of slight recovery) for 
more than forty years; and when in the 
Western Continental countries of Europe, we 
nd the bookseller generally prosperous, is 
there not foundation for the belief that such 
widely different results must be due to funda- 
mental differences in the way the business is 
conducted ? 

The distribution of books there is conducted 
s radically different lines from those fol- 
owed in the United States, Great Britain 
‘nd Treland—in fact the book business in

the countries of Western Continental Europe 
is conducted quite differently from all other 
branches of business in all these countries. 

The undetermined qualities in new books 
put them in a class by themselves. Recogniz- 
ing the peculiar nature of books as articles 
of merchandise, publishers in these countries 
place their publications with booksellers on 
peculiar terms—terms that relieve the dealer 
of the dangerous risk of buying blindly. The 
details of these terms vary more or less with 
each country, but generally speaking the 
bookseller is granted the option of taking 
books by outright purchase or on memoran- 
dum. In all the countries, the fundamental 
basis is the same: the protection of the book- 
seller from the hazards which are not of his 
making and are entirely beyond his control. 

This basis of practical bookselling has 
obtained in the countries of Western Europe 
for more than fifty years,—in some of them 
for centuries. Its advantages are convincingly 
demonstrated by the general commercial suc- 
cess of both the publishers and the booksell- 
ers in these districts; also by the production 
in large numbers of books of high character. 

According to Mr. Arnold, a system similar 
to this is what is needed as a solution to 
present bookselling difficulties in the United 
States. In the opinion of many, such a step 
would be revolutionary, but with a sick busi- 
ness, he argues, would it not be worth while 
to apply a remedy of proved efficacy? 


Ludendorff’s Story of the War 


To the war literature that has been flooding 
Germany since the armistice there will be 
added this week a new book—the work of for- 
mer Quartermaster-General Ludendorff, who 
was generally recognized as the chief of the 
German General Staff and the master mind 
of the German army. 

In his book General Ludendorff devotes con- 
siderable space to the military campaigns and 
to the situation in 1918 which led to the col- 
lapse of Germany. Thruout the book he en- 
deavors to relieve the military commanders, 
himself in particular, of the responsibility for 
the defeat. Tho he insists that the German 
war reports were not colored or inaccurate, he 
frankly admits that they were written pri- 
marily for the army and put things in the best 
possible light in order to buoy up the sol- 
diers. While he thus upholds the truth of 
official bulletins, he confesses that there were 
evasions at times, contending that it was de- 
sirable to minimize misfortunes because of the 
effect on Germany’s allies. 

Without doubt the book will afford interest- 
ing reading, but press reports seem to indicate 
that the promise which the work earlier held 
on account of the fame of the author are not 
entirely justified and one Berlin newspaper 
characterizes it as “a rather clumsy attempt 
of Ludendorff to whitewash himself.” 

We in this country are now left to antici- 
pate the American edition of the work, which 
Harper & Bros. expect to bring out in two 
volumes.
